Moses Ezekiel of Cincinnati was re- 
vealed. 


Sir Ezekiel did not witness the cere- 


monies, although lie was expected. 


Upon their return from Johnson's 


Island General George \V. Gordon, tft-3 
orator of the day: tseneral Luciau s. 
Carr, Commander of the United Cou- 
lederate Veterans of the Department 
of North Carolina, and a number of 
other prominent officers

the shore of Sandusky Bay. near the 
entrance of the island cemetery, and 
faces to the south. 
It represents a 


confederate soldier in uniform. The 
right hand clutches a 
musket, the 


stock of which rests on the ground. 
The h-ft hanj is raised to the fr>n- 
head, shading the eve?, and the fig- 
ure seem? to be peering into the far 
distance, toward the southland.

constructed of South Carolina mar- 
ble, upon which is engraved in large 
letters. "Erected by the Robert I'51- 
ton Chapter. Daugnter? of the Con- 
federacy, of Cincinnati, O.. in ni^

ives, definite information is lacking 
as to the present situation at Val- 
adolid, 
Yucatan, 
the scene of a 


jloody massacre by Indian insurgents 
several days ago. 


Meagre advices received 
by 
the 


government authorities here 
today 


estimate the number of killed at 40 
persons, women among them. 


More than 2000 Indians are said 


to have been engaged in the attack 
ipon 
tlie 
towns. 
The insurgents 


leid Valladolid at last accounts, hav- 
ing fortified themselves in the jail 
and other buildings. 


Federal and state troops and vol- 


unteers, numbering more than 2900 
men, are concentrating at Dtitae, a 
*liori distance from Valladolid, 
and 


are about to march upon the rebels. 


General Ignacio Bravo, co-mmand- 


r of the Tenth Military Zone, -with 


headquarters at Santa Cruz de Bra- 
vo, in the province of Quintana Roo, 
has been ordered to the scene, and 
will take command. 


Those engaged in the uprising are 


chiefly 
Indians of the towns of 


Xocen and Ohichira-'lla, who 
never 


have been, submissive to authority. 


Reports as to 
the 
cause of the 


outbreak ,are conflicting. 
Some say 


that it began with a protest against 
certain orders issued by the civil of- 
ficer in charge of the municipality, 
known as the "Jefe Politico," while 
others say it was the result of a 
drunken spree. 


Whatever its origin, it appears to 


have had some semblance of organi- 
zation, and is said to have ofeen led 
by 
political 
malcontents. 
Colonel 


Bonilla Montenegro, formerly at the 
head of the civil government of Val- 
ladolid, is said to have been in com- 
mand of the raiders. 


Tlie first attack 
was made upon 


the building where all public offices 
sre 
iot-ated. 
After sacking this 


building, the rioters turned their at- 
tention r.o the Jefe Politico's officer, 
named Regil. The battle had begun 
in the night and it was 2 a. m. when 
the attack was made on the building 
where Rejril and many citizens had 
taken refuge. 


A bloody butchery followed. 
The 


wife of Re=ril left her four children- 
and went to in? assistance 
of 
her 


husband, seeking, through her tears 
and prayer.--, to reach the hearts of 
the infuriated raiders. 


R^jnl was cut down before 
her 


eyes and his body hacked to pieces. 


The wife aUo is said to have been 


murdered, as were all the men in the 
building, numbering about twenty. 


Other women were also slaia, af- 


ter unspeakable tortures. 


Later the five or si>. gendarmes in 


the town met a similar fate. 


The people of tlie town were ter- 


r'fi"d. 
Many fled in the direction of 


Merida. 
The mob surged through 


'he town, crying for blood and 
pil- 


lage. 


Victor Ojed. Judge of the First In- 


stance, fell into the mob's hands and 
was 
assassinated. 
Other 
victims 


were Florentine Eharatia. command- 
er of the police: Jose Maria Heman- 
,i"7. sc-cor.d in command: Pedro Her- 
nanae7. mayor the town, tte treas- 
".re:e and Dthers.
